ſoever that hath been impriſoned, or hath 

had his Eſtate ſequeſtred for his Malignan- 

| cy againſt the Patliament, that hath adhe- 

red to the King againſt the Parliament at 

any time during this unnaturall Warre ; or who hath contrived, 
| abetted, perſwaded, or who hath entered into that late Engage- 
ment in or about the City of Eondon, adjudged trealonable by 
both Houles of Parliament, which preceded that horrid force of 
the 26 of July laſt againſt the Houſes of Parliament, by the Ap- 
prentices, Reformadoes, and others ; or who hath had a hand in 
the {aid Force, or gave encouragement thereunto ; or who hath 
contrived, ahetted, per{waded, or entred into that ENga cement, 
entituled, The Agreement of the People, declared to be diſtruQive 
to the being of Parliaments , and fundamentall Government of 
the Kingdom , ſhall for the ſpace of one whole yeer , to be ac- 
compted from the fifteenth of Decemb. 1647. be elected, cho- 


ſen, or put into the Office-and place of Lord Mayor of the City 


of London, or of Alderman, Sheriffe, Deputy of a Ward, of 
Common-Councell man of the ſaid City ; nor ſhall have voicein 
eleCtion of any ſuch Officers ; And all ſuch perſons are hereby 
made uncapable, and declared fo to be, of any of the ſaid places : 
And if any Election ſhall be made of any ſuch perſon, the lame is 
hereby Ordained to be null and void. And the Lord Mayor of 
the City of London for the time being, is from time to time to 
give ſpeciall Order that this Ordinance be publiſhed at all Ele 
Ctions, and that the ſame be ſtrifly and punctually obſerved.
